“We must join with other mem- 
bers,” Marshall said, ‘to make it) 
unmistakably clear that aggres- 
sion against the territorial integ- 
rity or political independence ‘of 
others will be resisted by the com- 
bined efforts of the members Of 
the United Nations.” 

Asserting that the U. S. has no, 
interest beyond the pacification 
of the troubled Balkan area, Mar- 
shall declared: 

“The solution must be the ces- 
sation of the threat—and we ear- 
nestly hope that the General As- 
sembly will be able to devise 
means for accomplishing that 
end.” 

He dic not say what steps the 
United States would take if the 
Assembly failed.

- Congressional Political Shifts 
Unlikely To Alter W 


MOBILE. Ala., Sept. 14—Col. 
Joseph J Twitty, District Engi- 
neer here for the Corps of Engl- 
neers of the War Department, 
doesn't believe for a moment that 
pny shifts in the political complex- 
jon of Congress -are likely to 
change in any important aspect 
the existing national policy re- 
carding the multi-purpose devel- 
opment of the inland waterways 
of America. 

“There are a number of rea- 
sons why I fcel that way,” ex- 
p'sined Col. TwWitty, who on his 
oWn is an acute as well as an ex- 
pemenced observer of national 
trends. 

“In the first place, this policy 
is now pretty far along and Con- 
gress coula neither change it nor 
very much modify it without tak- 
ing a tremendous loss in money 
already spent. Obviously, it would 
be uneconomical to have the Amer- 
ican people suffer such a loss. 

“In the second place, Congress 
knows that only a government 
agency can develop a waterway 
along multi-purpose lines, such as 
electric power, navigation, flood 
control, soil conservation, refores- 
tation, recreation, etc. And the ex- 
isting policy is to get every bene- 
fit possible out of such develop- 
ments. Clearly, that is the only

About the only note of comfort in the 
skyrocketing price of food is that costs 
already are approaching the high set in 
1920, just before a recession began. If 
economic history repeats itself, and there 
is no assurance that it will, prices may be 
expected to fall, but not until after they 
have gone even higher than now. 

A report of a special congressional in- 
vestigation Saturday said prices may con- 
tinue to go up because of the short corn 
crop at a time when corn is urgently 
needed for meat production, and influ- 
enced by exports of food which presum- 
ably will result from further U. S. assist- 
ance to stricken European countries. 

The costs of food and other living es- 
sentials, the report said, have risen to 
their present levels chiefly because of the 
extraordinary high employment and the 
consequent increase in purchasing power. 
It is a matter of statistics that the average 
family of today not only-eats more meat 
but better, more expensive cuts than pre- 
viously. 

Thus, while there is only about the 
same amount of food in the United States 
this year as there was in 1946, there is a 
far greater market, and, therefore, greater 
competition among consumers. It is still, 
in the essence, a matter of supply and 
demand. 

And little relief could be expected from 


Atlanta's Pension System 


Disclosure by the recent Grand Jury 
that Atlanta’s system of pensions is cer- 
tain to collapse in the not-too-distant fu- 
ture if something isn’t done about it, -seems 
to us to have been received with unjusti- 
fied calm. 


The system isn’t actuarily sound, ac- 
eording to the investigation which was 
done by men skilled in the fields of 
finance and insurance. It is good to know, 


however, that it is being administered '

Britain's Political Blunder 


Shortly after Foreign Secretary Bevin 
had blundered by asking for half of Amer- 
ica’s gold, thereby giving the man-in-the- 
street who is not interested in interna- 
tional finance, a picture he could put in 
his mind and get angry about, Britain did 
it again. 


Congress, even if a special session were 
called to deal jointly with inflation and 
aid to Europe. For if Congress were to 
freeze all prices at present levels it would 
mean indefinite continuation of the high- 
est cost-of-living level we have known 
since 1920. And if prices were rolled back 
to reasonable levels thousands upon thou- 
sands of concerns that have produced and 
purchased goods on basis of present costs 
would be ruined. Government subsidies, 
to save these businesses from ruin, would 
be unthinkably expensive. 

It is well, perhaps, to point out that 
America is. in the position of being the 
only nation from which goods in any ap- 
preciable quantity can be obtained. Our 
economy is being called upon to sustain 
a great portion of the world at a time 
when our own people are flush with 
money and stand ready to purchase un- 
precedented quantities of food and other 
goods. Such a situation, on its face, is 
not conducive to lower prices. 

But housewives and other consumers 


always have one remedy, a remedy they 


barely have begun to use, but which will 
be just as effective now as it was in 1920. 
That is increased resistance to excessive 
prices. Buyer resistance is just as inexor- 
able as the law of supply and demand, and 
it can serve as a quick brake to runaway 
prices.

Suggests a Few 
Social Reforms 


Here lately I have found myself present at a 
wedding or so, and as it is impossible to attend 
anything and keep the mind absolutely idle, I 
thoughts about the general practice of holding 


have had a few 
weddings. 

By and large, I believe church weddings are advisable, al- 
though the natural inclination is to go get the deed done as simply 
as possible. 

The church doesn’t marry anyone. Persons marry one an- 
other. The church simply solemnizes the ceremony, or rite, if you 
wish to call it that. I think it well to solemnize it. 

But it seems to me, after a quiet bit of research and observa- 
tion, as I have observed the hollow-cheeked brides, weary with 
weeks of entertainment, and the grooms who look as worn and 
sleepy-eyed as if they had been driving a tractor turning under 
lespedeza in hard, dry ground every day for a week, that the sys- 
tem_.is wrong. 


Change The entertainment ought to be scheduled for the re- 
turn from the honeymoon, so-called. At that time a 
couple at least partially on the way to becoming adjusted to the 
fact that two lives require adjusting to live side by side, would 
better enjoy the entertainment.

I would wager that neuroses which last a long 
time in many marriages are produced by the physical strain of the 
pre-wedding entertainment session, and the reception. 


The formal reception is really barbarous. It is the 
Barbarous oid indian gauntlet idea in revetse. The bride and 
groom and the parents do not have to run and be beat by clubs, 
They stand still, rocking with weariness, while their friends, rela- 
tives and guests, including an inevitable number of bores who 
wish to stop and recall stories about grandma or grandfather, or 
to amuse the bride with stories of her mother’s wedding. By the 
time a few hundred guests have given the grip, papa and mama 
surely must feel like a couple of Displaced Persons who have been 
shoved about waiting for the refugee ship to pick them up, and 
the bride and groom resembled the pale, dazed-looking models in a 
department store window advertising wedding trousseaus. 

Since you are very fond of them, you stand off and feel sorry 
for them, and wonder why a civilized people do not eliminate such 
barbarous rites and quit making of a wedding an endurance test 
which would weary a weight lifter. 

I was not present at a wedding of some months ago at which 
the groom fainted three times and the best man once, but I under- 
stood it. After all, the old thews and muscles will stand just so 
much. ’ 

But I go back to my original premise. I believe the church 
wedding, if under the direction of some person who thinks of it 
in terms of a religious rite solemnizing the marriage of two per- 
sons, is a solemn rite and not a somewhat silly, hurried ceremony 
in which hilarity is poorly suppressed. 


2° Also, while on this subject of reformation, I would 
Fraternities like to say that we in our town apparently have 
survived another orgy of silliness in connection with the recent 
high school sorority pledgings.

All of us, 
especially in Our young age, are possessed of a desire to “belong,” 
to be “accepted,” or to “conform.” Not to be asked to a dance, 
not to be asked to join a fraternity or sorority takes on the aspects 
of failure and great loss. That is a pity, but it remains true that 
the really lucky ones are those who do not get invited to join fra- 
ternities in high school. They will learn this, if they will but 
realize it and make it so. They have a chance not to be pressed 
into the mould; they may escape the deadliness of belonging to 
little groups which band together because they are all exactly alike. 

I can tell them that the mysterious Greek letters invariably mean 
something like “A Circle of Brothers” or “Sisters.’”’ Or they may 
stand for “A Sacred Band,” “Gallant Knights,” “Christian Band,” 
or something silly like that. It is a very trivial secret. The vows 
will be called “sacred vows,” and the members will be bound in 
“unfailing bonds.” It will be done in darkness or dim light and in 
the next room someone may tap on a tin pan to simulate a Chi- 
nese gong, or play soft music on a piano. This is to make it sol- 
emn. The mumbo-jumbo stuff all combine to make it the sheerest 
nonsense, 

Whatever the value of college fraternities, there can be no argu- 
ment: but that they have no proper place in high schools where 
young minds which don’t know the real values are made sad and 
are hurt by being apparently “left out.’”’

Lake Iamonia is not far from Thomasville. It is actually in 
Florida, just over the Georgia line. Normally it is some 10 miles 
long by four miles wide. Every few years, however, something 
happens to the limestone bottom and the water all drains out, 
practically over night. Before the above-mentioned dam was built, 
millions of fish died. Eventually, the opening at the bottom is re- 
stopped and the lake refills by rain and from nearby overflowing 


streams.

Will GOP 
Draft Eisenhower?

Dwight Eisenhower for the Republican 
Presidential nomination is breaking into the news, 

The latest flurry of excitement was precipitated by a news 
dispatch written for his paper by Roy Roberts, the likeable, ener- 
In it he sought 
to set forth the conditions under which the General would consent 
to become a candidate. 

What makes the Roberts article interesting is that, before writing 
it, he is supposed to have spent several hours with Gen. Eisenhower 
in Chicago. Here is how he sizes up the situation: 

Gen. Eisenhower, Me says, is “absolutely honest” in disclaim- 
ing any Presidential ambitions. None the less, he believes that the 
General would accept the nomination if “for the first time in history 
there was an honest to God draft that came from the people without 


conniving and intrigue.” 
* * He goes on to say that the General “would not be 

No Phony a party to any phony draft,” such as marked the 
Willkie and Roosevelt movements of 1940. “And if I know the 
man right,” said Mr. Roberts, “he will squelch, and thatemost 
forcibly, any preconvention efforts at management organization, 
or formation of Eisenhower clubs, such as are beginning to spring 
up over the nation.” ° 

Since then the General has gone pretty far in bearing out the 
Roberts prediction about squelching organized activities in his 
behalf. He has repudiated the movement to organize Eisenhower 
clubs and has declared, somewhat emphatically: “I am going te 
be a party to no conniving and no one is going to run me.” 

At the same time he has left unanswered the question of whether 
he would run, if a nomination were offered. 


Ruled Out? But the condition imposed by the Kansas City 


editor on Gen. Eisenhower's acceptance of a Presi- 
dential nomination tend to rule him out as a possibility. That 
is to say, the “honest to God draft ... from the people without 
conniving and intrigue” that he speaks of is something that just 


| will not happen. 


President Truman already has the Democratic nomination fore- 
closed and there are too many Republican candidates in the field 
to entertain any thought of wholesale withdrawals there in favor 
of the popular Army Chief of Staff. 

Short of the draft Mr. Roberts speaks of, which will not ma 
terialize,-Gen. Eisenhower’s only chance at landing the Republican 
nomination is for the convention to reach a deadlock and for his 
name to be presented as a compromise. 

It could work out this way, but the odds even there are against 
it because there will be too many powerful groups in the GOP 
convention all bent on advancing the interest of some particular 
candidate of their own. To have such a group of his own repre 
senting him in the maneuvering Gen. Eisenhower would have te 
consent to a certain amount of the advance political conniving 
which he frowns on. | 

And so, according to the Roberts formula, the General seems 
to be out as a Republican Presidential possibility, 


Source Most of the agitation for giving the Republican nomt 
nation to Gen. Eisenhower stems from one source—the 
self-same Mr. Roberts. Ever since the General rose to fame no 
opportunity has been lost by the editor to call attention to his 
qualifications. , 

He is one of those rare persons who nurses the quite laudable 
ambition to be a President maker. Nor is he without some strik- 
ing near success in this field. He was one of the original manipula- 
tors behind the boom that threw the Republican nomination to 
former Gov. Alf Landon, of Kansas, in 1936. 

Four years lat r found Mr. Roberts occupying an early seat on 
the Willkie bandwagon. He was equally active in behalf of Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, in the GOP convention of 1944, 
Ambition But Mr. Roberts, while a Republican, is also ambi- 

dextrous in his President-making aspirations. After 


| leaving the Republican convention in 1944 enthusiastic over the 


nomination of Governor Dewey, which he helped bring out, he 
went on to the Democratic convention, 

In his expansive way and with his typical enthusiasm, he joined 
with the forces seeking to put over his fellow Missourian, Harry 5S. 
Truman, for the Vice Presidential nomination. Successful in that 
enterprise, Mr. Roberts was thus able to sit back and look with 
certainty on a winner, regardless of which party came out on top.

In backwater anchorages hundreds of ships, from small freighters 
down to landing craft, lie rusting, We have given them to the 
Philippine Government—they are to be used by a new Philippine 
Navy—but the Government has not yet gotten around to putting 
them into shape. Meanwhile, they lie at anchor, going to rust and 
ruin, along with small boats of every class. 

The gayest thing about the town—and the only inexpensive 
things—are the jeeps—the jeepneys, they call them here. The 
Filipino has taken the jeep and lengthened the body and put a steel- 
framed awning over it and painted it up in garish colors. He has 
given it a fancy name and uses it as a taxi. The names at first, I 
hear, were the names of movies, and movie stars. Now a wave 
of religion seems to have swept the jeepney drivers.

Despite the tremendous amount of building still to be done, 
and the high prices, there is a spirit of going ahead in the air. Their 
new independence seems to have stimulated the Filipinos, as I 
suppose the breath of liberty stimulates all peoples. The govern- 
ment seems to have things firmly under control, and for the most 
part seems to have the support of the people. Yet there are dis- 
turbances. For no reason that we can understand, Americans 
traveling at night between Cavite and Manila are fired upon, and 
some have been killed.

Coach Henry Frnka, now in his second year at Tulane, has | 


been working his boys hard in the broiling heat of the Bayous. 
He's been working them as hard as anybody else in the league 
and it may pay big dividends. 

Frpka admits he has a “well-balanced” team, one which 

is capable of doing all things with a fair amount of brilliance. 

Anybody who knows Frnka will realize this is quite a con- 

cession for the soft-spoken coach to make. 

He says the Wave is comparable to a prewar sophomore outfit 
and is just one year away from being able to compete with the 
best in the league. Actually, the Greenies will be much better 
this year than last and have a good chance to win more games. 


However, the first three contests on the schedule aren’t 
very favorable for the club to get off to one of those “flying 
starts.” Hardly anybody could do that against Alabama, 
Georgia Tech and Rice on successive Saturdays. 


Incidentally, that Yellow Jacket game is the one the Greenies 
want to win—outside the LSU game, of course. They still remem- 
ber last year’s humiliating defeat here in Atlanta and would like 
nothing better than revenge. 


Biggest losses from last year’s 


Adequate Replacements club were Capt. Larry Rice at 
center, Guards Gaston Bourgeois and Elliott Igleheart, Tackles 
Leroy Schneider and Jay Rowland, and Backs Dick Nutt, O. J. 
Key, Julian Brignac and Johnny Sims.

Even Frnka admits he has no worries at left half, full- 

back or quarterback. His tailbacks include Don Fortier, 170- 

pouhd triple-threater who came into his own late last season, 

and big Cliff Van Meter, the highly-touted freshman of 1946 

who now has the much-needed season of experience under 

his belt. 

Van Meter weighs a mere 200, stands 6-1 and is one of the 
fastest backs on the squad. 

Marvin McCain, 190-pound senior with three years’ experience 
in running No. 1, closely followed by Dick Hoot (185) who has 
lettered the past two years, and Bill Svoboda (195) who grad- 
uated from the B team. 

The quarterback post will be capably manned by Bennie Ellen- 
der (187), six-foot two-inch letterman in 1943, and by Jim Keeton 
(180), who won his “T” last season. ; 

Frnka is leaning more and more towards the T-formation, 
combining it with the singlewing.

On Biological Warfare Experiments 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—(UP) 
Acting on orders from high poli- 
cy-makin, officials, the Army has 
wrapped a cloak of absolute se- 
crecy around its experiments with 
biological warfare, it was dis- 
closed Sunday. 

The news blackout, rivaling the 
wartime “conspiracy of silence” 
‘about radar and atomic energy, 
has been imposed on all informa- 
tion about the germ weapons 
which many scientists consider 
more horrible than atom bombs. 

While War Department officials 
simply refuse te discuss the sub- 
ject, it was reported reliably that 
diplomatic considerations as well 
as the normal dictates of military 
security entered into the decision. 

Author'tative sources said the 
policy was ordered by very high 
officials after. lengthy conferences 
at, or near, the cabinet level. 

The decision was reached over 
the objections of some officials 
that it would be wiser to put out 
sober facts on the potentialities 
of biological weapons to counter- 
act “scare stories’ spread by mis- 
informed speculators.
